iND NOW that Malcolm X is dead, it b odd how 
t\ sad some of ui who knew him find ourselves and ' 
•*■ ** how pitiful, for all his dignity, he seems to have 
been all through our memory. 

We Vikw him first and best u the preacher' of the 
eternal separation orblack and whits: there Is a theory that 
near the end he was struggling unevenly towards some idea 
or community. But 1 do not think he changed much with 
time; he lived with America lor 39 years and, whether front 
Jove or hate, I should doubt he really knew until the day 

died. 

Yet he was always a man of Harlem; he never came Into 
life New York, except as ambassador from an Independent,, 
hostile nation. Never, that is, except the last night of his 
life, when he came to us as a refuge*. He spent Saturday 
night at the New York Hilton because he did nop feel safe 
tn Harlem. That night he was a fugitive from btadi men; . 
his dignity must have commanded that he go back among 
them SunOsy and now he la dead. 

Until the end. Malcolm X preached that Negroes must ! 
arm themselves. against us the enemy. And now he has bean .

white people were barred.

Negro so completely adjusted that some part of him did not 
respond to what, Malcolm X was saying, Just as I do not 
know a Negro so 'entirely alienated that some part of hbn 
does not respond to what Martin Luther Xing la saying. Just 
by his insistence, Malcolm X created himself a nation to 
which every Negro owed a small allegiance. As Jimmy Hicks 
said, yesterday, this was an assassination, for Mr. Malcolm 
was a head of state. 

And yet he had a strange trusting aide. The longest I 
had ever talked to him ' was in Miami the night before the 
Cassius Clay-Sonny List on fight where Mr. Malcolm had gone . 
as Clay's spiritual prop, 

I remember his saying that, if yam found a good white I 
man, he was usually a Southerner, and how Innocent Chat | 
notion se am ed to me as la hybrid Southerner. '. . 

I tried to disabuse Kim and failed, and then the subject 
turned to Cassius and I said -I hoped to wouldn't be immo- 
bolbed V fear of Llston. 

_ "To be a Muslim," iMaJeolra X replied, 'Is to know a*

And there he seemed to me correct, in so far as any 
"white man can judge whether a Negro is correct about other 
Negroes; there was a quietness, a containment and a dignity 
about the young m^n aritind him that made you believe that 
Mr. Malcolm and they had been given a community and 
rescued from fear. 

He lost that community when he was expelled from the 
Nation of Islam and it must have taken an Immense amount 
of character to carry on M3 well as he did. Now what can 
we believe but, that he was killed by young men very Ilka 
the ones who had used to surround him, and whom he had 
helped liberate from fear? ■ 

Old ladles shake in their beds at the image of thg 
Muslims, but tor these young men, white people do not exist 
any longer; they kill only heretic Negroes.
